Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Montgomeryshire  County  Council. 


Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1956. 
The  work  of  the  Council's  Health  Department  continues  to  increase 
in  all  sections. 

A careful  perusal  of  the  statistics  provided  will  show 
the  remarkable  improvement  that  has  occurred  in  recent  years  in 
the  indices  or  yardsticks  commonly  used  for  assessing  the  health 
of  the  community,  but  imagination  may  be  required  to  translate 
these  statistics  into  the  histories  of  families  and  the  individual 
members  of  the  families  who  are  the  units  of  the  community. 

VITAL  STATISTICS  (pages  1 and  15  - 19) 

Population  : 

The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  the  population  for 
mid-1956 , at  44,940,  shows  a slight  decrease  over  1955  and  is  the 
lowest  population  for  the  County  since  1945  (44,680). 

Births  (page  2) 

There  were  674  live  births  during  the  year  (15®  0 per 
1,000  population).  From  1941  to  1947  there  was  a general  tendency 
towards  an  increase  in  the  number  of  births  each  year,  but  since 
then  the  number  has  tended  to  decline.  The  provisional  Birth  Rate 
for  England  and  Wales  during  1956  was  15® 7 per  1,000  population. 

Infantile  Mortality  Rate  (i.e.  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age  per  1,000  live  births)  (page  2). 

Twenty  infants  under  one  year  of  age  died  during  the 
year,  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  29®7  per  1,000  live 
births  as  compared  with  a Rate  of  23® 8 for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in 
this  Country.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  has  been  decreasing  since  the  beginning  of  the 
century  :

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There  is  still  considerable  room  for  improvement  in 
the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales,  and  more 
particularly  for  Montgomeryshire. 

Hep-natal  Mortality  Rato . (Page  3) 

Of  the  674  infants  born  alive  during  the  year,  16  died 
within  4 weeks  cf  birth,  giving  a neo- natal  mortality  Rate  of 
23®7  per  1,000  live  births.  Four  infants  died  after  reaching  the 
age  of  4 weeks  and  before  reaching  12  months  of  age. 

Stillbirths 

There  were  12  stillbirths  during  the  year,  giving  a 
Stillbirth  Rate  of  0.27  per  1000  population.  Stillbirths  per 
1 ,000  total  live  and  stillbirths  were  17  as  compared  with  23 
for  England  and  Wales.  The  marked  reduction  in  the  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  during  the  past  50  years  has  been  confined  mainly 
to  the  saving  of  infants  after  the  first  week  of  age.  There 
were  no  stillbirths  to  unmarried  mothers.  There  were  2 illegitimate 


infants  who  died  under  4 weeks  of  age.  No  illegitimate  infants 
died  between  4 weeks  and  12  months  of  age. 

Ge neral  M or tal i ty  (pages  2 and  15  - 19) 

There  were  548  deaths  from  all  causes  during  the  year, 
giving  a Crude  Death  Rate  cf  12.2  per  1,000  population.  It  will 
be  ap predated  that  the  Death  Rate  of  a community  depends  to  some 
extent  on  the  ago  constitution  of  that  community,  e.g. , a community 
with  a larger  proportion  of  old  people  should  have  a higher  Death 
Rate,  everything  else  being  equal,  than  another  community  with  a 
smaller  proportion  of  old  people.  In  order  to  use  Death  Rates  as 
an  indication  of  health  conditions  in  a community,  it  is  necessary 
to  take  into  account  the  proportion  of  people  in  all  age  groups 
in  the  community.  The  Registrar-General  has  provided  a "comparab- 
ility factor"  for  the  Crude  Death  Rate  in  this  County.  When  this 
factor  is  applied  to  the  Crude  Death  Rate  of  12.2  per  1,000  popul- 
ation, a Death  Rate  of  11.1  is  obtained,  as  compared  with  a Death 
Rate  of  llo7  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  cause  of  death  was  heart  disease,  including 
coronary  disease  (58  cases)  , hyper tension  with  heart  disease 
(5  cases)  and  other  heart  disease  (105  cases). 

While  the  Death  Rate  tends  to  fall  and  the  expectation 
cf  life  is  increasing,  it  should  be  appreciated  that  the  proportion 
of  elderly  people  is  increasing,  and  this  factor  alone  will  result 
in  an  increased  proportion  cf  deaths  due  to  diseases  to  which  the 
elderly  are  mere  prone.  This  is  a factor  in  the  apparent  increase 
in  the  incidence  of  Cancer  and  deaths  therefrom, 

The  Medical  Research  Council  has  recently  reported  a very 
great  increase  in  deaths  from  lung  cancer  in  males  during  the  past 
25  years,  and  that  although  a proportion  of  these  cases  can  be 
attributed  to  specific  industrial  hazards  and  may  be  due,  in 
industrial  and  large  urban  areas,  to  atmospheric  pollution,  evidence 
from  different  countries  indicates  that  a major  part  of  the  increase 
is  associated  with  tobacco  smoking,  particularly  in  the  form  of 
cigarettes.  Action  is  being;  taken  to  bring  this  information  to 
adolescents  and  young  adults. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  was  no  death  during  the  year  due  to  pregnancy, 
childbirth  etc.. 

Accidents. 

There  were  6 fatal  accidents  during  the  year  in  connection 
with  motor  vehicles,  but  there  were  14  fatal  accidents  of  other  kinds 
It  has  been  pointed  cut  that  there  are  more  fatal  accidents  in  the 
home , which  affect  particularly  young  children  and  the  elderly,  than 
there  are  road  accidents. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation,  (pages  6 and  7) 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

Vaccination  against  smallpox  is  carried  out  in  this  County 
mainly  by  general  medical  practitioners.  The  proportion  of  children 
being  vaccinated  against  smallpox  is  increasing  steadily,  but  it  is 
impossible  to  obtain  a.n  accurate  re  curd  at  any  given  time  , as  some 
General  medical  practitioners  are  tardy  in  submitting  their  records 
of  vaccination.  The  Council  pays  a fee  of  five  shillings  for  each 
record  of  vaccination  and  steps  have  been  taken  to  encourage 
practitioners  to  submit  their  records  within  a reasonable  time. 

.Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  carried  cut  mainly  by 
the  Council* s own  Medical  Officers  although  this  may  be  done  by 
general  medical  practitioners,  The  proportion  of  children  being  so 
immunised  remains  high.  It  will  be  noted  on  page  6 that  there  has 
been  no  case  of  diphtheria  or  death  therefrom  in  the  County  since 
1947. 


Immuni saticn  ;y? inst  Chopping  Gough. 

Immunisation  against  whooping  cough  is  offered  but  not 
pressed.  In  many  cases  it  has  been  given  combined  with  diphtheria 
prophylactic.  If  these  antigens  are  given  separately,  at  least  2 
injections  must  be  given  against  diphtheria  and  at  least  3 against 
whooping  cough,  making  a total  of  5 injections  in  all.  If  they  are 
combined,  the  number  of  injections  can  be  reduced  to  3*  There  are, 
however,  several  objections  to  using  the  combined  prophylactic  and 
the  future  tendency  will  be  to  use  them  separately. 


Polio r. y oli t i s Va c c i na. t i o n . 

The  Ministry  of  Health  advised,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  that  a small  amount  of  vaccine  against  poliomyelitis  would  be 
available  in  May  and  June  of  the  same  year, and  the  Health  Department 
was  asked  to  invite  parents  of  all  children  in  the  County  born 
between  1st  January  1947  and  31st  December  1954  inclusive,  to  give 
consent  to  their  children  being  vaccinated  by  two  injections.  By  the 
1st  April  1956,  parental  consent  had  been  received  on  behalf  of 
2549  children;  approximately  44£  of  the  child  population  concerned. 
Returns  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry,  indicating  the  number  of  boys 
and  girls  registered  by  month  of  birth,  and  the  Health  Department  was 
advised  by  the  Ministry  that  children  born  in  November  in  each  of 
the  years  1947-1954  could  be  given  the  vaccine,  as  well  as  those 
born  in  March  in  the  years  1951-1954.  The  vaccine  was  received  at 
irregular  intervals  in  very  small  quantities.  This  necessitated 
very  considerable  office  administration  and  very  considerable 
travelling  by  the  Medical  Officers  to  all  parts  of  the  County  as 
the  children  born  in  t|je  selected  months  were  scattered  throughout 
the  County.  Later,  children  born  in  August  of  the  years  1947-54 
and  in  October  of  the  years  1951-1954  were  offered  vaccination. 

Only  sufficient  vaccine  w as  received,  however,  for  these  children  to 
be  given  one  injection  by  the  30th  June  when  vaccination  agxinst 
poliomyelitis  ceased. 

Epidemiology  (Pages  7-9) 

There  was  a considerable  epidemic  of  mea.sles  during  the 
year.  Of  the  525  cases  notified,  344  wore  in  the  Newtown  and  Llan- 
llwchaiarn  Urban  District  and  136  in  the  Newtown  and  Llanidloes 
Rural  District.  There  was  unfortunately  one  death  from  morales. 

There  were  also  61  cases  of  whooping  cough,  mainly  in  the  Mo nt^omo-ry 
Borough.  No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified. 


Tuberculosis.

There  has  been  a very  remarkable  reduction  in 
tuberculosis  during  the  past  50  years,  and  the  reduction  has 
more  remarkable  in  the  past  10  years.  During  1956  there 
ths  from  tuberculosis  in  Montgomeryshire,  all  due  to 
tuberculosis.

The  mortality  of  a chronic  disease  such  as  tuberculosis 
is  not  a sound  indication  of  the  incidence  of  the  disease,  because 
of  the  time  lag  between  infection  and  death,  and  because  improve^ 
treatment  has  lessened  the  proportion  of  cases  which  die.  Nevertheles. 
it  is  apparent  that  remarkable  success  has  been  achieved  in  recent 


years  in  the  prevention  cf  tuberculosis.  The  following  table  shows 
the  actual  number  cf  new  cases  notified  cm  deaths  registered  from 

pulmonary  and  ncn-pulmonary  tuberculosis  since  1938s

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The  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  rose 
remarkably  during  the  vmr  and  post-war  years,  but  since  then  there 
has  been  a marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  notified.  The 
reduction  in  the  number  cf  non-pulmonary  cases  notified  is  even  more 
marked,  probably  due  to  the  improvement  in  milk  production,  partic- 
ularly "Tuberculin  Tested"  milk,  and  in  the  consumption  of  "Tuber- 
culin Tested"  milk  and  "Pasteurised"  milk. 

Whenever  a new  case  cf  tuberculosis  is  notified,  a visit 
to  the  home  is  made  by  the  health  visitor  who  endeavours  to  trace 
the  source  of  infection  and  to  persuade  every  member  of  the  house- 
hold to  visit  the  Chest  Physician’s  Clinic,  with  a view  to 
discovering  any  source  of  infection  in  the  household  or  any  secondary 
cases  of  infection  from  the  notified  patient. 

The  Chest  Physicians'  Clinics  are  attended  by  the  health 
visiters  concerned  who  can  advise  the  Chest  Physician  on  the  home 
environment,  sanitary  conditions  etc.  , and  who  can  be  instructed  by 
the  Chest  Physician  with  a view  to  advising  members  of  the  household 
on  the  prevention  of  spread  of  infection. 

Maternity  and  Midwifery  Services  {page  3)- 

The  number  of  women  confined  in  hospital  continues  to 
increase  — 509  in  1956  as  compared  with  185  women  confined  Sit  home. 
Maternity  outfits  are  distributed  by  the  district  nurse-midwives 
for  domiciliary  confinements.  Gas  and  air  analgesia  was  administered 
to  102  patients  in  their  own  homes  during  1956,  and  pethidine  was 
administered  to  75  patients.  The  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer 
continues  to  c ct  as  Non-medical  Supervisor  of  Midwives  and  carric-s 
out  regular  inspections  of  all  midwives  in  the  County  who  have 
notified  their  intention  to  practice,  including  those  midwives 
employed  in  the  local  hospitals.  Three  unmarried  mothers  were 
admitted  to  Bersham  Hall  during  the  year.  No  cases  of  ophthalmia 
neonatorum  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics  are  conducted  by 
general  medical  practitioners,  either  in  the  local  hospitals  or  in 
the  patients'  homes.  The  district  nurse-midwives  carry  out  ante- 
natal examinations  of  expectant  mothers,  who  have  not  booked  a 
doctor,  in  their  own  homes.  It  is  hoped  to  arrange  to  commence 


ante-natal  clinics  in  some  of  the  Council's  Jelfare  Centres,  to  be 
staffed  by  general  medical  practitioners,  hospital  midwives  and 
domiciliary  midwives. 

Home  Nursing.  (page  1). 

The  nursing  of  the  chronic  sick  and  elderly  continues  to 
form  a large  part  of  the  nurses'  work.  This  work  has  been  rar.de 
considerably  less  arduous  since  the  implementation  of  the  Horae  Help 
Service;  both  the  nursing  staff  and  the  home  helps  maintaining 
close  liaison  with  each  other.  Many  of  these  patients  are  nursed 
at  hone  , although  their  condition  and  home  circumstances  are  such 
that  admission  to  hospital  would  be  adviss.ble*  This  is  due  to  the 
shortage  cf  hospital  accommodation  for  the  chronic  sick. 

The  nurses  often  visit  the  aged  long  before  they  actually 
need  nursing  care,  and  carry  cut  minor  treatments  such  as  pedicures. 
These  casual  visits  are  invaluable  in  that  the  welfare  of  the  aged 
is  safeguarded  and  problems  can  be  dealt  with  as  and  wh en  they  arise. 

Nursing  appliances  which  may  be  loaned  to  patients  are 
available,  and  such  articles  as  mackintosh  sheeting,  bed  pans, 
urinals,  backrests  and  air  cushions  form  part  of  the  nurses'  equip- 
ment. Further  supplies  are  available  from  the  British  Red  Cress 
Society  and  the  St.John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

The  proportion  of  injection  work  varies.  In  some  areas 
the  general  practitioners  deal  with  these  themselves,  while  in  ethers 
the  nurse  is  required  to  give  most  of  the  injections.  These  consist 
mainly  of  anti-tiotics  and  anti-anaemia  injections. 

No  special  arrangements  are  made  for  the  nursing  cf  sick 
children  at  heme  , but  children  discharged  from  hospital  are  referred 
to  the  County  Health  Department  by  the  Almoner  for  special  super- 
vision. 

Dental  Services. 

It  has  still  not  been  possible  for  the  Council  to  provide 
a priority  dental  service  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and 
pre-school  children.  Such  a service  could  net  be  provided  at  present 
without  seriously  affecting  the  School  Dental . Service. 

Post-graduate  Courses. 

During  the  year  the  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer  attended 
an  approved  post-graduate  course  sponsored  by  the  Association  cf 
Supervisors  cf  Midwives.  One  district  nurse-midwife-health  visitor 
attended  an  approved  refresher  course  for  midwives.  One  health 
visitor  and  four  district  nurse-midwives  attended  a two  day  course 
on  Tuberculosis  sponsored  by  the  National  Association  for  the 
Prevention  of  Tuberculosis. 

Child  Welfare. 

Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  remarkable  reduction 
in  infantile  mortality  during  the  past  50  years,  but  it  is  apparent 
that  increased  attention  will  have  to  be  given  to  the  causes  of 
peri-natal  mortality,  i.e.  stillbirths  and  deaths  during  the  first 
week  cf  life. 

H °me  Help  Service. 

Most  of  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Home  Help  Service  during 
1956  was  done  by  part-time  helps  caring  for  the  aged,  blind  and  those 
permenently  incapacitated.  Two  full-time  home  helps  and  eight  casual 
helps,  who  work  full-time  when  employed,  were  able  to  look  after 
the  short  term  cases  of  confinements,  operations  and  temporary 
illnesses  of  mothers  of  families.  Resident  home  helps  were  employed 
on  those  occasions  when  daily  help  could  not  be  provided. 

The  total  number  of  cases  assisted  again  exceeded  those 
of  the  previous  year.

Welfare  Foods. 

The  arrangements  made  for  the  distribution  of  welfare 
foods  in  1954  , following  the  transfer  bf  this  work  to  the  County 
Council  from  the  Ministry  of  Food,  have  continued  in  the  main 
throughout  1956.  The  Council  will  appreciate  that  the  local 
distribution  has  been  carried  out  mainly  by  the  voluntary  organ- 
isations, such  as  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  and  a large  number 
cf  individuals  in  many  cases  since  the  transfer  to  the  County 
Council  in  1954.  The  local  distribution  involves  regular  attendance 
at  specified  hours  at  a distribution  centre,  the  receipt  of  welfare 
foods,  the  cancellation  of  coupons  and  receipt  of  payments  in 
stamps,  together  with  meticulous  book-keeping.  But  for  the  very 
willing  co-operation  which  has  been  received  throughout  these  years 
from  these  volunteers,  the  Council  would  be  involved  in  considerably 
increased  expenditure.  I,  personally,  am  very  grateful  for  this 
voluntary  co-operation.

Ambulance  Service  (pages  12  -14) 


The  six  St. John  Ambulance  Divisions  in  the  County  continue 
to  provide  a voluntary  idnbulance  Service  , while  a number  of  volunteer 
car  drivers  provide  a sitting-case  car  service  at  a cost  which  is 
intended  tv)  c^ver  the  cost  without  pryment  to  the  driver.  A number 
of  commercial  taxi  owners  undertake  this  Service  at  the  same  mileage 
rates  as  the  volunteer  car  drivers. 

Mental  Health  Services  (page  10) 

Consideration  was  given  by  the  Health  Committee  during 
the  year  to  the  provision  of  "Occupation  Centres"  and  meetings  were 
held  with  representatives  of  the  Breconshire  and  Radnorshire  County 
Councils,  in  order  to  consider  the  possibility  of  a joint  residential 
centre.  It  was  decided,  however,  in  view  of  the  restrictions  on 
ccipital  expenditure  and  the  probable  publication  of  the  Report  of 
the  Royal  Commission  on  the  Law  relating  to  Menta.1  Illness  and 
Mental  Deficiency,  to  postpone  further  consideration  of  the  matter. 


It  is  a pleasure  to  record  ray  thanks  to  the  numerous 
voluntary  organisations  and  individuals,  including  the  County  Branch 
of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  St.John  ambulance  Divisions, 
the  W.V.8.,  the  two  Chest  Physicians  and  Heads  of  Departments  of 
the  County  Council,  and  particularly  to  the  staff  of  the  County 
Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  throughout  the  year.
